DIG TUBERS LATE 
TO AVOID ROT 


Blight on Tops Almost Sure to 
Attack Potatoes t nder 
Around. 


When late blight is severe on the 
potato 
tops in the field the fungu- 
which causes the blight is almost sure 
to attack the tubers underground and 
thus bring about such an epidemic of 
late blight rot as took place in 1920. 
According to the Bureau of Plant In ­ 
dustry, Pennsylvania Department of 
Agriculture, the innumerable spores 
of the fungus which are produced on 
the blighted 
tops 
scattered every­ 
where and those which penetrate the 
ground start rot in the tubers. 
This 
soil penetration is successful when th** 
ground is wet and the spores are pro­ 
duced 
successfully and 
abundantly 
only in moist weather on the tops. A 
few days of dry hot weather destroys 
most of the blight spores and s t o p s 
further production. 


This dependence of the 
fungus on 
moist conditions has a very decided 
bearing on the question of digging. 
If the 
potatoes 
are dug 
when the 
Might 
is at its height 
and the tons 
and soil surface are thoroughly con­ 
taminated by the spores, the process 
of digging will only 
bring about an 
extensive contamination of the tubers, 
because the stirring and handling of 
the tops and soil and tubers together 
will smear the spores on the surface 
of the potatoes. The rot will then de­ 
velop quickly and extensively in stor­ 
age. 
On the other hand, if digging is 
delayed until the tops have completely 
died down, spore production will cease 
and the sun and air will quickly de 
stroy 
those 
already formed, 
these spores are fragile and short­ 
lived at best.
